The isolation will 
permit experi- 


mentation with antidotes and anti- 
toxins. So small is the germ that it 
must be magnified 1,000 times before it 
Is seen distinctly under the miscros- 
cope. The germ lodges in the nose and 
throat during the first 36 hours of in- 
fluenza infection, then attacks the 
lungs .In such a way as to make them 
susceptible to Other germs in the nose 
and throat, notably those of pneu- 
monia- and bronchitis, 


"Recent reports 
received 
from 


abroad and from points in the United 
States," Dr. Flexner • says, "indicate 
that a secondary wave of epidemic in- 
fluenza, relatively mild in character, 
is passing over parts of Europe and 
America. 


"Attention should be 
directed to 


these warning* in order that due pre- 
cautions, may be taken to limit as far 
as possible the spread of this disease 
from person to person and more par- 
ticularly to avoid by means of proper 
medical and nursing measures the de- 
velopment of throat and lung Infec- 
tions which are so apt to follow influ- 
enza." 


The series o£ epidemic waves of in- 


fluenza in 1918 and this year have 
served to extend medical knowledge of 
the disease, he says, particularly in
